In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art.

In this case, Nelson teaches controlling roaming in a geographic area in which there are 
multiple service providers (Please perceive Abstract, Col.4; 18-42) it is noted that Nelson 
supports the assertion as, by assigning the selection of primary service provider, which is in the 
same field of endeavor as Kotzin and Rosenberg. Therefore, one skill in the art would recognize 
the combination of the above three references are proper. 

In this case, Moore teaches controlling roaming in a geographic area in which there are 
multiple service providers (Please perceive Abstract, Pg.3; 0021, Pg.2; 0019) it is noted that

Moore supports the assertion as, by assigning the re-selection of service provider, which is in the 
same field of endeavor as Kotzin, Rosenberg and Nelson. Therefore, one skill in the art would 
recognize the combination of the above Four references are proper. 

As per claim 1, in response to Applicant's argument that Moore doesn't teach, "re- 
selecting a respective roaming service provider for each subsequent call associated with the 
mobile terminal;" it is noted that Moore supports the assertion as, once a candidate channel 
detected it search the channel which is more appropriate and it can re-select that channel based 
on eligibility means signal strength etc. (Please perceive Pg.3; 0021, Pg.2; 0019) Hence, it is 
believed that Moore still teaches the claimed limitations. 

The above arguments also recites for the claims 7 and 12, consequently the response is 
the same explanation as set forth above with regard to claim 1 . 

With the intention of that explanation, it is believed and as enlighten above, the refutation 
are sustained.
